ake Use of Animal 
Bone in Various Ways: 
The Chinese have added to thelr In- 
dustries. by the use they make of 
bones, allowing very few, if any, an- 
Imal bones to go to waste. The larg- 
est section of the back leg of the cow 
is used for making mah-jongg tiles, 
and Chinese workmen, despite thelr 
extensive use of imported material, 
maintain that the tile from the na- 
tive bone fs superior, lasting longer 
than that from the imported product. 
Of the rib bones, only the upper part 
of the front three pairs from the cow 
nd ox Is used In making handles for 
knives, fans qnd similar article 
These three pairs àre white and clean 
wheg properly treated, while the re! 
malnder are usually cartilaginous, or 
defective in grain. The third section 
f the rear bone in the sheep leg is 
used to make cigarette holders and 
pipe stems, and this bone, it Is said, 
1s the only one from the sheep which 
can be used In the manufacture of 
other things besides fertilizer. Chl- 
nese. pipes of this sheep bone are ex- 
tenslvely used in certain parts of the 
country, 


Vast Supply of Food 


in Waters of Ocean 
Besides the fishes familiar to all, 
the herring, mackerel, cod, etc, there 
Are others unknown to ogr menus, 
which are nevertheless suitable human 
food, says John T. Nichols, curator of 
fishes of the American Museum df Ni 
ural History, writing for the Forum. 
Even the prodaclous shark can be util- 
ized. At present sharks probably take 
a toll of food from the sea equal or 
even greater by several times than 
man.

Preliminary plang far the games 
have been mare ‘possible by an ngres 
mentin congress en the fuel ltem of 
the navy- appropriation bill,’ ‘which 


will permit the battle fleet to ‘come | 


into the Atlantle next spring. 

Selection of the Narragansett bay 
area means that the 
northeastern frontler section are to 
be tested, with the major portion of 
the fleet on the attack, With the 
date set more than a year from now, 
both of the glant airplane carriers, 
Lexington and Saratoga, should be 
with the fleet, carrying a striking 
force of 231 fighting, bombing, tor- 
pedo and scouting planes with which 
the.defenders wil have to deal. 

The east-coast games will afford 
tbe first opportunity for mobilization 
of the army alr fleets to repel an at- 
tack by sea and alr. Col. William 
Mitchell, former assistant army air 
chief, contended during the recent 
aviittion controversy that an adequate 
alr force could- safeguard the coast 
line abd dominate a 200mile area,of 
shore, preventing any .hestile feet 
coinmander from risking destruction 
within that distance.

| The first newspaper was produced 
written accounts of the Im- 
perlal armies of Rome were sebt to 
the generals In cominynd In all parts

In 1506 the first offictal news sheets 
| were published in Venice, Th y were 
written by band and exhiblted in pub- 
lic pluces, People paid the small coin 
of a gazzetta to-read them, Hence the 
name. The ‘church opposed the en- 
terprise, and Pope Gregory even 
Prosectited the editors, 

The oldest ferm of newspaper tn 
England was in the beginning of the 
reign ofJumes IL—the so-called News- 
Letters, written by hand, and sent by 
post to subscribers in the country. In 
3709 the first daily paper, the Dally 
| Courant, was Issued, 

The oldest of the London day 
Papers the Morning Chronicle, ap- 
peared in 1760. ‘The Morning “Post 
| Is the oldest of existing morning pa- 

pers. Founded in it was fol- 
lowed about 1788 by.the first daly 
| evening paper, the Star. 

The Times first appearet In 1788 
as a continuation of the Daily Uni- 
versal Register. — Its originator and 


| owner, Mr. John jValter, succeeded 
In 1814 In printing the Times by 
steam, 

Tn 18/5 thè Dally News was 
foumded, with t lp of Charles 
Dickens. It was the first naper to 


lower its price from 6 pence to 8 
pence,.(12 to 6 cents),
